DEAR EDITOR: 

The Department’s Diplomatic Recep- 
tion Rooms should be representative of 
some—not necessarily all—of the best of 
Americana. Certainly they should be some- 


thing of which we can be proud, reflecting, 


as they do, not only U.S. history but the 
extraordinary position of this country in 
international affairs. 

Your May issue contains the latest of 
the periodic reports of contributions in one 
form or another for the enhancement of 
these rooms. Those of us who have 
observed this process over the years stand 
in awe of Clem Conger’s inimitable talent 
in separating people from their money and 
property. I have lost count of how often 
the eighth-floor complex has been recon- 
structed, refurbished and redecorated. I 
thought it was pretty good 10 or even 20 
years ago. 

The latest report identifies numerous 
gifts of art, furniture, silver, china and 
other items, the value of which must be 
considerable and some of which were 
undoubtedly purchased specifically for this 
purpose, as well as $2,845,145 in cash 
(with $590,000—over 20% the total—from 
the tobacco industry alone). 

I am beginning tq wonder where all 
this ends. Is there some specific goal or 
objective, or will we continue the acquisi- 
tions and ‘‘improvements’’ in perpetuity? 

Some might question whether it is 
entirely appropriate for a U.S. Government 
agency, whose operations and physical 
premises are financed by taxes, in effect to 
acquire and then relegate historic and other 
valuable items to some place out of general 
public view. Even though there are provi- 
sions for such viewing at selected times, 
the Department hardly rivals the Smithso- 
nian in access by the public. But that is not 
my point. 

Diplomacy, whatever new technology 
might be utilized to make it more efficient, 
is essentially a profession of people, not 
things. It would have been shocking if the 
reductions in the Department’s budget and 
personnel envisaged for this year—happily 
but perhaps only temporarily repelled—had 
taken place only to be followed by the

Thomas heads review 
of Foreign Service 
personnel system 


A congressionally-mandated Advisory 
Commission on the Foreign Service Person- 
nel System has swung into operation in the 
Department under the leadership of chair- 
man John M. Thomas, a retired Foreign 
Service officer who served as assistant sec- 
retary for administration. 

Other members of the panel, all of 
whom were, like Mr. Thomas, appointed by 
Secretary Shultz, are Alfred L. Atherton 
Jr., also a career diplomat, who was direc- 
tor general of the Foreign Service and direc- 
tor of personnel for State; M. Graeme 
Bannerman, former staff director of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee; Ersa 
H. Poston, past president of the New York 
State Civil Service Commission and retired 
vice chairwoman of the U.S. Merit Systems 
Protection Board; and Pat L. Schittulli, 
civilian personnel director for the Air Force. 

The commission’s task, outlined in the 
Foreign Relations Authorization Act for 
1988-89, is to ‘‘conduct a study of the For- 
eign Service personnel system, with a view 
toward developing a system that provides 
adequate career stability to the members of 
the Service.”’ Its members, said a Depart- 
ment Notice of August 1, ‘‘will therefore 
review both the Foreign Service Act of 
1980 and its implementation in order to 
assess whether existing law, regulation, pol- 
icy and practice provide adequate career sta- 
bility for both Foreign Service officers and 
specialists. In this context, the commission 
will review hiring, tenuring, advancement, 
retention and selection-out mechanisms. 
The commission will focus on systemic 
issues affecting the Foreign Service as a 
whole, rather than matters of solely individ- 
ual concern. 

‘‘The commission is interested, 
however, in hearing from individual 
employees of those agencies that utilize the 
Foreign Service personnel system. 
Employees may write or cable the Advisory 
Commission on the Foreign Service Person- 
nel System, Room 1318, Department of 
State, Washington, D.C. 20520. Individuals 
wishing to appear in person before the com- 
mission may arrange an appointment by 
telephoning 647-4703, but should be pre- 
pared to submit a precis or outline in writ- 
ing of their views in advance of their 
appearance. 

**The commission will also be meeting 
with senior managers of the Department and 
the other foreign affairs agencies, with rep- 
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resentatives of employee bargaining groups 
and with members of Congress and their 
staffs. 

‘*The commission will conclude its 
work with a report to the Secretary and 
Congress, as directed by the authorization 
act. The commission anticipates filing a 
preliminary report late in 1988 in com- 
pliance with the statutory requirement, with 
a final submission following in early 
1989.”” 

Employees were urged to give ‘‘full 
cooperation and assistance to the commis- 
sion in the conduct of its work.’’ 0 


AT PRESSTIME: 
Ambassador Raphel dies 
in Pakistan plane crash

Ambassador Arnold L. Raphel, 
President Zia and U.S. defense attaché 
Herbert M. Wassom, with 33 others, 
were killed on August 17 in an eastern 
Pakistan plane crash for which there was 
no immediate official explanation. 

Mr. Raphel, 45, a Senior Foreign 
Service officer, was posted last year to 
the strategic, politically sensitive coun- 
try. An expert on the area, he had held 
senior positions in the Near Eastern and 
politico-military bureaus. He was an 
aide to the Secretary, 1979-81. He 
entered the Foreign Service in 1966. 0 


Shultz motorcade is 
blast target in La Paz 


An explosion occurred near the Secre- 
tary’s motorcade as it traveled in Bolivia 
from the airport into La Paz, on August 8 at 
9:25 a.m. No one was injured, but the blast 
damaged four vehicles, including the car 
carrying the Secretary’s wife, Helena 
Shultz. 

Windows were blown out on the right 
side of that car, but protective inserts 
behind the glass remained intact. The Secre- 
tary was riding in a limousine that was two 
vehicles ahead of the cars that were 
damaged. 

Following the explosion, the motor- 
cade went to the embassy. The Secretary 
then proceeded with his scheduled 
appointments. 

The explosive device apparently was 
composed of dynamite placed at the base of 
a roadside lamppost. It was detonated by 
remote control. Diplomatic Security and 
Bolivian authorities are investigating the 
incident. 1 


Selection boards meet; 


2 changes in precepts 

Members of the 1988 Foreign Service 
selection boards have convened in the 
Department to review performance folders 
and to make recommendations for 
promotion. 

Two major changes were made in the 
precepts this year. 

In the first change, all Foreign Service 
generalists in class FS—1l who have 
requested the Senior Threshold Board to 
review their folders may compete both 
**multifunctionally’’ and within their pri- 
mary cone. Officers do not have to elect to 
compete in one or the other. **Multifunc- 
tional’’ is defined in the precepts as 
*‘encompassing functional experience not 
normally part of an officer’s work or 
cone.” 

Officers may develop competence in 
the multifunctional area through a broad 
range of assignments, training and details, 
domestic assignments and experience over- 
seas, the precepts say. 

In the second change, qualified mem- 
bers of the Senior Foreign Service and 
officers in classes FS—1 and FS—2 may 
apply for competition in the science and 
technology officer category—a separate cat- 
egory for generalists. 

Management and the American For- 
eign Service Association have approved the 
precepts for 1988 and 1989. **The objective

It’s a Shirley Temple 
film; it’s about State; 
George Vest co-stars 


The Bureau of Diplomatic Security has 
produced a 30-minute videotape, ‘‘Rules of 
the Game,” starring Shirley Temple Black, 
co-chair of the ambassadorial seminar, and 
George Vest, director general of the Foreign 
Service. The purpose of the videotape is to 
sensitize U.S. Government employees and 
family members to the possible con- 
sequences, security and otherwise, of their 
public and private behavior overseas. 

Most overseas posts are made up of 
individuals whose training, experience and 
lifestyles differ widely. Some people have 
received considerable training to prepare for 
overseas living, while others have received 
none whatsoever. The latter are in fact on a 
once-in-a-lifetime overseas assignment. The 
videotape is primarily designed for this 
group to explain the rules of the game over- 
seas, which differ markedly from those in 
the United States. The main point is that 
overseas, there is no such thing as a real 
private life. Anything you do becomes 
everybody's business and reflects on your 
country. 

The material is presented as a vid- 
eogame and the parallel is made that life has 
a resemblance to the popular PacMan video 
game. An individual has a degree of control 
over his or her life just as a player does with 
the joystick. Either the individual or the 
player can choose the right or wrong path to 
take. Shirley Temple Black and George 
Vest investigate the topic by citing a variety 
of cases that involve both employees and

family members and by discussing how 
these cases affected the work of the 
mission. 

The videotape is divided into four seg- 
ments that examine the issues of substance 
abuse, romantic entanglements, misde- 
meanors and the complexities of expressing 
personal opinions abroad. Each segment is 
introduced by a question, after which a brief 
pause permits viewers to stop the videotape 
to discuss each of the four issues. The ini- 
tial question is designed to spark discussion 
on the subject. Additional questions are 
included in the written material distributed 
with the videotape. Missions abroad differ 
widely because of geographic location, the 
size of the post, the number of attached 
agencies or bilateral relations. Therefore, 
any given post may find that some portions 
of this videotape are more pertinent than 
others. 

In late summer the videotape will be 
distributed to the regional security officer 
and/or the community liaison office coordi- 
nator to present at post in such a way as to 
ensure maximum viewing. 

Ambassador Black, who not only is 
remembered as America’s most beloved 
child actress, singer and dancer, also has 
had a very distinguished career in the U.S. 
Government as ambassador to the Republic 
of Ghana and chief of protocol. 

Ambassador Vest, who has had a 
career spanning 41 years in the Foreign 
Service, is able to bring his considerable 
experience and knowledge to a discussion

of the issues. Their combined expertise

Office timekeepers: let computer do the keeping! 


Secretaries: Do you have nightmares 
because you have to do the time and attend- 
ance cards? Supervisors: Are you nervous 
because you have to sign all those cards? 
Well, relief is in sight! The Department is 
the 24th post to have-a computerized system 
installed. It was developed by the Foreign 
Service national systems staff at the 
Regional Administrative Management Cen- 
ter in Paris. With it, embassy timekeepers 
record time and attendance directly on the 
screen of a workstation which is attached to 
a Wang VS minicomputer. Each pay 
period, this information is then transmitted 
by telecommunications to the payroll office 
servicing the post. 

The system offers a myriad of time- 
savers for timekeepers. For example, time- 
keepers do nothing for those employees 
who work the regularly scheduled 80 hours, 
since they are automatically printed on the 
final time and attendance report. Similarly, 
regularly scheduled night and Sunday dif- 
ferential can be entered into an employee’s 
permanent file and be paid automatically 
without the timekeeper even pushing a 
button. 

The system facilitates timekeeping 
tasks by providing menu-driven guidance to 
users, who are often unfamiliar with all 


aspects of timekeeping rules. In addition, it 
has its own intelligence, which supports its 
timekeeping users by performing a number 
of consistency verifications. For example, 
overtime is automatically not accepted for a 
part-time employee whose regular duty is 
under 80 hours. Holiday pay is refused for 
an American on a local holiday. And, if the 
timekeeper listed more total hours for an 
employee than what adds up to the biweekly 
schedule, the system will require a correc- 
tion or explanation. 

When it is initially installed at a post, 
an electronic time and attendance master 
file, current as of that date, is placed on the 
Wang VS minicomputer. From that point 
on, posts maintain the file by adding and 
deleting employees, modifying employee 
data or moving employees from one time- 
keeper to another as necessary. 

In the Department, the Information 
Systems Office and the Office of the Comp- 
troller are participating as pilots in use of 
the system. After the pilot period, offices 
that have access to a Wang VS minicompu- 
ter, which has the control user environment 
installed, and are on a telecommunications 
network, can be scheduled for training in 
the system and application installation.

Hattie Colton (was she your teacher, too?) retires 
She came to State via an internment camp for Japanese-Americans

DISTINGUISHED teaching career 
which began in a West Coast intern- 
ment camp for Americans of Japanese 
ancestry reached a milestone on July | with 
the retirement of one 

of the Foreign Serv- 

ice Institute’s most 

senior professors. 

Hattie Colton, who 

played a key role in 

the development of 

area studies over the 

past 27 years, was a 

college junior when 

she, three sisters, a 

brother and their 

Mr. Winkler Japan-born parents 
were ordered into an internment reassign- 
ment center in Portland, Ore., in May 1942. 

Born Hattie Masuko Kawahara in Port- 
land—the first name was given to her by 
her father out of respect for an American 
woman who befriended him when he immi- 
grated to the Pacific Northwest in 1904— 
she was a scholarship student at Portland’s 
Reed College, with a virtually straight-A 
record, when orders to all persons of Jap- 
anese ancestry to report for internment at a 
nearby stockyard were posted around the 
city. 

This was not her first taste of this 
humiliating episode in American history. 
Although only 4 feet 10'2 inches tall and 
weighing 82 pounds, Ms. Colton had been a 
first-string forward on Reed’s women’s bas- 
ketball team. After Pearl Harbor, she could 
play only in home games because she was 
restricted to Portland by Government order. 


Home: a horse’s stall 

She recalls that each person was per- 
mitted to take two suitcases to the intern- 
ment camp. She filled most of her cases 
with her college notes. At the camp in Port- 
land, the Kawaharas were placed in a huge 
stable that housed about 2,000 persons. 
‘*Each family was given a horse’s stall, but 
they were gracious enough to provide a cot 
and two blankets per person,” she recalls. 

Because she had not quite completed 
her junior year at Reed when her education 
was interrupted, she asked for permission to 
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go to the Reed campus to take her final 
exams. This was approved, and two armed 
guards were assigned to take her to the col- 
lege. ‘‘These two GIs, who towered over 
me, were really more embarrassed than I 
was,’’ Ms. Colton says. Her professors told 
her to enjoy herself that day on the campus, 
take the exams back to the assembly center 
and do them there. She did so, shutting her- 
self in an inoperative meat locker to achieve 
some privacy while she worked on the tests. 
In September, the family was moved to 
a larger relocation center—the Minidoka 
Camp—near Twin Falls, id., where they 
joined some 10,000 others in hastily con- 
structed, barracks-type buildings. The fam- 
ily was given a room and fed in a mess hall. 
Ms. Colton remembers the Twin Falls area 
as flat sagebrush country, generally dry and 
windy and terribly muddy after rains. 


Camp morale 

She still marvels at the spirit of the 
internees. Their interest in education never 
flagged in the camps. ‘‘In the Portland 
camp, parents asked those of us who were 
college students to teach the young chil- 
dren. I taught Spanish, math and history,”’ 
she recalls. It was her first teaching 
experience. 

At Minidoka, she was first assigned to 
work in a manpower office because she 
spoke both English and Japanese. She inter- 
viewed people for job assignments around 
the camp. She then was involved in 
organizing the clothing allocation system 
for the camp. ‘“‘It was the biggest admin- 
istrative job I have ever had,”’ she says. 

Shortly after her arrival at Minidoka, 
the American Friends Service Committee 
announced it would help former college stu- 
dents to relocate at colleges away from the 
West Coast. People of Japanese descent 
were banned from that area but, if sponsor- 
ship could be obtained at a non-West Coast 
school, the internee students could be 
released from the camps. 

Ms. Colton first applied to the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, but was informed she was 
being turned down for national security rea- 
sons. (She assumed later that the basic rea- 
son was the nuclear fission work being done 
at Chicago’s Stagg Field.) She applied 
unsuccessfully to several other universities, 
but eventually was given a full scholarship 
by Mount Holyoke College in South 
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Hattie Kawahara, on the campus of Reed Col- 
lege in 1941.

Departure from camp 

She left the camp in February 1943, 
attended Holyoke for two semesters and 
was awarded a bachelor’s with honors. Her 
family remained in the camp until Septem- 
ber 1945. Ms. Colton got a job at Mount 
Holyoke as a graduate assistant in political 
science, and was awarded a master’s in 
1945. (She was again honored by Mount 
Holyoke last year, when she was selected as 
one of the college’s 50 outstanding gradu- 
ates during the observance cf the school’s 
150th anniversary.) 

Following her graduation from Mount 
Holyoke, a story appeared in a Boston 
newspaper about her scholastic record, and 
Ms. Colton received word from Radcliffe 
College that it would welcome her for doc- 
toral work. **‘Unfortunately, they were 
unable to offer enough in a stipend to make 
it possible for me to go to Radcliffe, and I 
applied to several other places,’’ she 
recalls. ‘‘Two other major universities 
turned me down, and it was apparent that 
they were not interested in having a woman 
work for a doctorate.”’ 

Happily, the University of Minnesota 
had a fellowship specifically earmarked for 
a woman doctoral candidate, and Ms. Col- 
ton spent the next three years in Min- 
neapolis, where she achieved a doctorate in 
political science, with a sub-specialty in Far 
Eastern studies. She recalls that in several 
classes she sat next to Max Kampelman, 
later the nuclear arms negotiator and coun- 
selor of the State Department.

After receiving her Ph.D., Ms. Colton 
wanted to teach. She applied at a number of 
universities. It was made clear, however, 
that being a woman and of Japanese descent 
constituted a problem. But through the 
efforts of one of her professors at Min- 
nesota, she was hired as an instructor at 
Wayne University in Detroit. She remained 
there until 1952, when she received a Ford 
Foundation fellowship to study the Japanese 
legislative process in Tokyo. 


Teaching in Tokyo 

While there, she met Kenneth Colton, 
who was on General Douglas MacArthur’s 
occupation staff, working on issues involv- 
ing the Japanese political system. They 
were married in Tokyo in 1954, and their 
wedding was attended by a large number of 
Japanese political leaders. For the next three 
years, both taught at the International Chris- 
tian University in Tokyo: Ms. Colton’s sub- 
jects were U.S. government and 
international relations, and her husband 
taught Japanese politics to Japanese stu- 
dents. They then came to Washington, 
where they began their family. The children 
are Kendrew, now a partner in a large 
Washington law firm; Barbara, who will 
soon get her master’s at Wharton School, 
University of Pennsylvania; and David, who 
is studying law at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

In 1960 Ms. Colton got a call from 
William Spangler of the Foreign Service 
Institute, who had heard about her through 
the academic network. He asked if she 
would be interested in handling Far Eastern 
area studies courses as a contract chairwo- 
man. She first taught courses on Japan and 
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Korea, and later on China, and became a> 


full-time staff member in the area studies 
program in 1965. She was one of the first to 
be so hired. ‘*I’m amused when I look back 
on those early days,’’ Ms. Colton relates, 
‘*because although my specialty was the Far 
East, I was called upon at various times to 
teach and chair all of the other regional two- 
week courses at least once. So I’ve handled 
Africa, Latin America, the Middle East, 
Europe and the rest.” 

Ms. Colton’s interest in teaching at the 
institute rather than at a university stems, to 
a large degree, from her experience as a 
victim of the tension between two countries. 
‘‘l’ve always felt that, in preparing Foreign 
Service officers for service in Japan and in 
the Far East, I could have a more direct 
effect in assuring that relations never again 
disintegrate into war,’’ she explains. 


‘An integrated whole’ 

While she has specialized in the 
institute’s advanced courses on Japan over 
the past half-dozen years, Ms. Colton is 
best known for her instructional work 
covering all of the Far East. She views the 
area as an integrated whole because Amer- 
ica’s strategic interests there are so inter- 
woven. She would begin her year-long 
course on Japan with lectures that cover the 
whole region. Over the years, she brought 
to her classes such distinguished sinologists 
as John K. Fairbanks and Ezra Vogel of 
Harvard and Robert Scalapino, of the Uni- 
versity of California, and such well-known 
Japanologists as Edwin QO. Reischauer. 

One of her most challenging but pro- 
ductive responsibilities was the develop- 
ment of a special two-week course on 


China, during the Cultural Revolution of the 
mid-’60s. Congressional hearings had 
stressed the need for training of analysts and 
others on China, and Ms. Colton was able 
to establish what has become a landmark 
course in spite of the fact that the country 
was virtually closed to us. She began visit- 
ing China shortly after the U.S. liaison 
office was opened there, and her first proj- 
ect was to analyze the problems of working 
in China in order to prepare people who 
would be assigned there. 

Ms. Colton notes that, while a range of 
academic disciplines is essential in the prep- 
aration of personnel for work in the Far 
East, she is pleased that most of her stu- 
dents over the years have recognized the 
vital importance of cross-cultural training. 
She finds that this ‘‘ties our courses 
together.”’ 


Society and values 

She has played a leading role in the 
development of such instruction in all area 
studies programs ‘‘because I’ve always felt 
that officers and others going to a country 
must understand the society and the values 
of the people before they can understand 
anything else about the country. This is an 
absolute requirement if our diplomats are to 
perform successfully.”’ 

Of similar importance, she notes, is a 
knowledge of high culture. *‘Our represent- 
atives in the Far East must understand that 
art, literature and music play a more signifi- 
cant role in the life of Asians than in many 
Americans. Therefore, it’s essential that our 
officers working in these areas have some 
familiarity with these facets of Asian life.”’ 

She feels that, while State has never 
wavered in its recognition of the importance 
of area studies, there was a period from the 
mid-’60s to the late *70s when the private 
sector—academia and foundations—did 
lose interest. *‘The institute was, I believe, 
one of the few institutions in the country 
that continued to recognize the vital impor- 
tance of area studies, from the standpoint of 
our own self-interest in dealing with the rest 
of the world,”’ she says. **I’m happy to see 
that, in the °80s, the attention to area and 
language studies throughout the country is 
once again enjoying greater emphasis.” 

In her retirement, Ms. Colton plans to 
spend some time in Japan, to try to develop 
information on the roots of her family on 
the island of Honshu. Her interest in the 
Japanese legislative process, of course, con- 
tinues, and so will her studies in that 
field. &

Presidential awardees, 
1985-87, are honored 
in Acheson auditorium 


A ceremony formally honoring 136 
State employees in the Senior Foreign and 
Senior Executive Services who had won 
high presidential awards, ranging from 
$10,000 to $20,000, over the last three 
years, was held in the Dean Acheson 
Auditorium on June 24. The honorees 
received certificates signed by President 
Reagan at the afternoon event, the second 
of its kind since the enactment of the 1980 
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Foreign Service Act. Also honored were 
scores of employees of the two services in 
other foreign affairs agencies. 

Highlights included remarks by Secre- 
tary Shultz, Deputy Secretary John C. 
Whitehead and George S. Vest, director 
general of the Foreign Service and director 
of personnel; presentation of the colors by 
an armed forces color guard; and musical 
selections by the Air Force Band. Mr. Vest 
was the master of ceremonies. 

Between 1985 and 1987, 17 State 
employees in the Senior Foreign Service 
won the top $20,000 Presidential Dis- 
tinguished Service Award. Another 110 
were winners of the $10,000 Meritorious 
Service Award. In the Senior Executive 
Service, in 1987, one officer received the 
$20,000 award and eight the $10,000 
award. 

Mr. Shultz said: ‘*This is a tough 
town. There is an awful lot of very high- 
caliber work done here, and these awards 
are intended to recognize that fact.’ 

Mr. Whitehead stressed managerial 
skills as a key to winning the awards. ‘‘I 
have worked in the business world as well 
as in Government,’ he asserted, ‘‘and I 
want to share with you some thoughts about

what constitutes managerial excellence 
gleaned from experience in both worlds. At 
the optset, I will acknowledge that in some 
ways it is more difficult to be a successful 
manager in the public than in the private 
domain. To a greater extent than in the cor- 
porate world, the manager in Government 
has to take into account—and rightly so— 
the concerns of individuals and institutions 
external to his or her areas of direct 
authority: the Congress, public and private 
interest groups and the media—to name the 
most obvious. Also, the public manager 
must work within a large and complex 
bureaucracy and the statutes and regulations 
which govern it. 

‘*There is one skill I must mention. I 
refer to the ability to foster the professional 
development of subordinates. Unless subor- 
dinates are trained and given an oppor- 
tunity, the achievements of a manager will 
be short-lived. This is particularly true in 
the Foreign Service.”’

Bret Harte: the frontier writer as consul 


Farewell to a wife

HROUGHOUT the long and dis- 

tinguished history of the Department of 

State’s Consular Service, a variety of color- 

ful, strange and wonderful personalities 

e have peopled its rec- 

ords. But perhaps no 

one personality has 

been more perplex- 

ing, enigmatic or 

elusive than that of 

Francis Bret Harte 

who served as com- 

mercial agent in 

Crefeld, Germany, 

from 1878 to 1880 

and as consul in 

Mr. Sommers Glasgow, Scotland, 
from 1880 to 1885. 

Bret Harte was born in 1836 in 
Albany, N.Y. At the ripe age of 17 he set 
out for California to become a journalist, 
writer and general literary roustabout in the 
spirit, and along with, such notables as 
Mark Twain, Joaquin Miller and Ambrose 
Bierce. By 1870 he had made his mark 
through the publication of *‘Luck of Roar- 
ing Camp,”” *‘Outcasts of Poker Flat’’ and 
**Tennessee’s Partner,’’ enshrined now as 
classic stories of the American West in the 
era of the gold rush, frontier mining camps 
and the savage new towns. By the time he 
was 40, however, his vein of literary talent 
had been pretty well mined out and, though 
he was to continue to write and publish to 
the end of his life, nothing he did afterward 
quite measured up to his early success. 
Down on his luck, Mr. Harte arrived in 
Washington in 1876, hoping to conclude a 
publishing deal with a new magazine, The 
Capitol, while keeping himself, and his 
family, alive by writing potboilers for the 
Sunday supplement of the New York Post, 
stories that did nothing to enhance his liter- 
ary reputation. But the publishing venture 
fell through and Mr. Harte was confronted 
with the bleakest of prospects: the support 
of a wife and four children housed in Mor- 
ristown, N.J., with no job, a dwindling 
market for his equally dwindling literary tal- 
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ents and a deterioration of his health that 
eventually took root in hypochondria. 

Mr. Harte’s prospects were buoyed, 
however, when he turned to friends in the 
new Hayes administration in hopes, that 
like American writers before him, he might 
find employment as an overseas consul 
where he could earn enough to keep himself 
and family alive and yet have time to write. 
John Hay, a writer of some repute, had just 
joined the State Department while Carl 
Schurz, a fellow journalist, was then Secre- 
tary of Interior. Mr. Harte also learned that 
Frederick Seward, the son of the wartime 
Secretary and a classmate of Mr. Harte’s 
father, was assistant secretary of state. 
Through these connections (an ‘‘old boy’s 
network’’ even then), Mr. Harte secured an 
interview with President Hayes, who prom- 
ised a suitable consulate abroad. After the 
usual false starts, tentative assignments and 
reassignments, Mr. Harte learned in April 
1878 that he was to become consul for the 
city of Crefeld, Germany. Elated that he 
had at last the real thing in hand, Mr. Harte 
prepared his letter of acceptance. But the 
appointment was delayed because of machi- 
nations that nearly deprived him of the 
assignment, a situation which one hopes no 
longer pervades assignments at State in 
these days of enlightenment. 


The Mark Twain connection 

Questions had been raised about Mr. 
Harte and his debts. And Mark Twain, no 
friend of Mr. Harte’s since their rivalry in 
the rough-and-tumble days of Western jour- 
nalism, had written President Hayes decry- 
ing the proposed appointment, intimating 
that Mr. Harte was unfit to represent the 
United States abroad. In fact, Mr. Twain 
was to write, years later, that Mr. Harte 
**.. .hadn’t any more passion for his country 
than an oyster has for its bed; in fact not so 
much and I apologize to the oyster.’’ Mr. 
Hayes then wrote to William Dean Howells, 
who had married the President’s cousin, and 
asked about Mr. Harte. Mr. Howells replied 
that Mr. Harte should be appointed and the 
matter was settled. On May 11, 1878, Bret 
Harte tendered his letter of acceptance along 
with the necessary bond (a requirement no 
longer in vogue in the consular service) and 
left to visit his family before taking up his 
new post. 

Mr. Harte had hoped to take his family 
to Germany. But his meager resources, cou- 


pled with the fact that the Department in 
those days provided neither per diem, travel 
allowances nor dependent allotments for its 
consular employees, made it impossible. 
Mr. Harte did assure his wife that as soon 
as he had saved enough to cover the passage 
he would send for the family. He left Mor- 
ristown, journeying to New York where he 
booked passage on June 28 aboard the 
Suevia bound for London, the first stop on 
the journey to Crefeld. This was, however, 
to begin the strangest of the Harte anoma- 
lies. His leave-taking was to be his last; he 
never returned to the United States, never 
saw his family together again and saw his 
wife but once 25 years later when she vis- 
ited him, ever so briefly, in London. It is

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undoubtedly the longest *‘separate mainte- 
nance allowance’’ period on record in the 
Department, except that there was no main- 
tenance and the only allowance given the 
family was what Mr. Harte managed to 
send each month until his death in 1902. 
The whole of the family’s relations with 
their husband and father was carried on in 
the thousands of letters which Mr. Harte 
wrote, a literary accomplishment that in 
many respects eclipsed much of his latter- 
day production. One of Mr. Harte’s more 
critical biographers summed up this strange 
separation by saying: ‘‘His pseudo-bach- 
elorhood, of which he had become very 
fond, would continue to the end of his life. 
In accomplishing this he was to play one of 
the longest con-games in the annals of 
matrimony.”’ 

Mr. Harte arrived in Crefeld on July 
18, 1878, and began his briefing. It was 
here that it finally dawned upon him that he 
was not really a consul but a commercial 
agent for a district that had been carved out 
of a larger consulate. The senior consular 
officer, a Mr. Stanton, though deprived of 
the fee income when Crefeld was given to 
Mr. Harte, did his best to accommodate Mr. 
Harte and introduce him into the routine. 
Mr. Harte was also fortunate in recruiting 
an English-speaking native of Crefeld, 
Rudolph Schneider, who for $500 a year 
took over the detailed administration of the 
commercial agent’s affairs. Mr. Harte was 
no linguist and, with no Foreign Service 
Institute to help out, he desperately needed 
someone like Mr. Schneider. 


Time to moonlight 

A small, pleasant city in the German 
Rhineland, Crefeld (also spelled Krefeld) 
did a brisk trade with the United States, 
exporting a variety of silks, velvet and other 
textiles. The agent’s office was kept busy 
licensing this trade. Mr. Harte also learned 
that the trade was sufficient to guarantee his 
maximum stipend of $2,500 which, though 
small by any standards, would, with the 
addition of the capable and efficient Mr. 
Schneider, enable Mr. Harte to write and 
lecture. Mr. Harte estimated that he could 
earn another $2,500 from these activities 
and improve his lifestyle while keeping his 
home-bound family afloat. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Harte did not have 
a post report immediately handy when he 
accepted Crefeld, and was not prepared for 
the climate. He found a damp and misty 
land, one that almost immediately began to 
affect his health, which would grow worse 
the longer he stayed in Crefeld. Moreover, 
Mr. Harte was not one to keep his likes and 
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Bret Harte as editor of the Overland Monthly, in the early 1870s. 


dislikes to himself and bear up under the 
hardships; he had, of course, no American 
Foreign Service Association to complain to 
and no general services officer to request 
changes in his living accommodations. His 
letters home and even some of his dis- 
patches became, among other things, a cata- 
logue of the ills he suffered in what he 
considered the disheartening climate of 
Crefeld. It was as well a sign of his 
enveloping hypochondria. 

Nevertheless, he did start to put consu- 
lar affairs in manageable condition which 
would, in turn, allow him to attend to his 
own pursuits as well. He writes plaintively 
to the Department, for exampie, that he 


needed a new tariff schedule ‘‘... there 
being no copy in the archives of this office 
more recent than that for the year 1869.”’ In 
cooperation with the efficient Mr. 
Schneider, Mr. Harte extended the office 
hours to accommodate the certification of 
shippers, thus enabling them to ship their 
goods by ‘*... the weekly steamer via Bre- 
men.’’ At the same time he reduced the 
paperwork processing and, instead of fol- 
lowing the usual practice of holding the 
invoices for 25 hours, he devised a system 
of ready processing so that shippers 
received their invoices within a few hours 
of filing. As a result, fee returns increased 
dramatically. By the end of the first quarter 
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of 1879, fee collections had increased by 
over $170,000 and, by the end of the year, 
the overall increase amounted to 
$1,750,000. Unfortunately for Mr. Harte, 
this increased efficiency did not show up in 
his paycheck since his maximum was still 
$2,500. What Mr. Harte undoubtedly 
needed was a good union representative to 
plead his case in Washington! 


Putdown 

Though Mr. Harte may have lost a 
good deal of his literary talent, his wit 
remained intact. When the Department 
queried him on whether or not he could dis- 
tribute surplus copies of a new publication, 
‘**The Wealth of the United States,’” Mr. 
Harte replied that the only ‘‘public or pri- 
vate institution or society that would in all 
probability require a copy’’ would be the 
Chamber of Commerce, and he had his 
doubts about that. The weather also trou- 
bled Mr. Harte, who reported to the Depart- 
ment in October 1879: ‘‘In mitigation of the 
fact that it has rained every other day in the 
year in this district, it may be added that the 
general gloom has been diversified and 
monotony relieved by 29 thunderstorms and 
one earthquake!”’ 

Mr. Harte had much to learn about the 
ways of administration but was quick to 
correct himself once a mistake became evi- 
dent. Late in 1879 he investigated a 
customs complaint by one of the export 
manufacturers in his district. In an attempt 
to solve the problem he wrote directly to the 
Secretary of Treasury, a no-no then as well 
as now. Discovering his mistake, and suf- 
fering the silent treatment from his supe- 
riors, he wrote to the Department 
confessing: ‘*I may have erred in addressing 
myself directly to the Secretary of Treasury 
and that under such circumstances should 
have sent the information to you as a report 
from this agency. I had, however, no prece- 
dent to guide me ... I shall be glad to be 
instructed on this point by the Depart- 
ment.’’ Whether or not the ‘‘instructions’’ 
followed is not recorded in the consular 
papers but it is clear that Mr. Harte already 
knew the answer. 

Hard on the heels of this learning expe- 
rience came a Departmental inquiry that 
must have sent Mr. Harte into the consular 
laughing corner. The Department, under 
pressure from Congress because of the 
establishment of a Mormon state in Utah, 
sent a query to Mr. Harte, and presumably 
to other consular offices, on the extent of 
Mormon immigration from the cities to 
which they were posted. After diligent 
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inquiry and conversation with the local 
authorities, Mr. Harte was able to report 
that **... there is not now and never has 
been any Mormon immigration from 
Crefeld—nor an immigration of people 
likely to become converts to that faith. Its 
name as well as its tenets are unknown to 
the inhabitants.”’ In fact, noted Mr. Harte, 
Crefeldites were **... adverse to immigra- 
tion for any purpose and a profilic house- 
hold with one wife seems to exclude any 
polygamous instinct’’ in the Crefeld 
population. 


Looking for a transfer 

But for all that, Mr. Harte was not 
happy in Crefeld. He absented himself fre- 
quently to give lectures in England, to pro- 
mote the sale of his stories and to travel for 
his health to Switzerland and other places 
on the continent. He tried hard to write sto- 
ries that used the German locale and pub- 
lished *‘The Heiress of Red Dog,”’ a group 
of recently completed short stories which 
also included ‘*A Legend of Sammstadt,”’ 
set in the Rhineland countryside. His 
health, at least from Mr. Harte’s view, was 
in shambles and he complained at once of 
neuralgia, rheumatism, dyspepsia, bron- 
chitis, biliousness, bad teeth and hay fever. 
It was a catalogue of ills that would have 
kept a first-class embassy infirmary busy for 
months on end. So he turned his attention to 
the Department in search of a transfer. ‘‘I 
venture to hope,’” he wrote toward the end 
of 1879, *‘that the Department may be able 
to suggest some exchange of position for 
me whereby my services may be retained 
under more favorable climatic conditions. I 
am emboldened to believe that after these 
15 months of my incumbency the impor- 
tance of my office has increased so as to 
render it a not unworthy exchange with a 
better known and more prominent consu- 
late.”’ The last part of his request was 
prompted by a recent trip to England, where 
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The Harte home in Morristown, N.J. 


he learned that the consul at Bradford, a 
much smaller place than Crefeld, earned a 
magnificent $8,000 a year. 

Mr. Harte, despairing once more of 
ever being able to rise higher in the consular 
service, and on sick leave with a sore 
throat, read in the March 30, 1880, issue of 
the London Times that President Hayes had, 
indeed, appointed him to be the consul at 
Glasgow at a salary of $3,000, with earn- 
ings from fees bringing in another $1,000. 
It was not Bradford, but it was a definite 
step up the ladder. In Glasgow, at least, he 
would be accorded the rank of consul and 
be within easy reach of London, where Mr. 
Harte had already made a name for himself 
among England’s most prestigious literati. 
The new salary contained enough of an 
increase to, in turn, raise the monthly 
allowance for his family in New Jersey. 

His leave-taking in Crefeld, however, 
was not altogether pleasant. The German 
papers, on hearing of his appointment to 
Glasgow and having gotten used to the fact 
that he was a prominent American author 
living in their midst, reacted with sorrow 
and indignation. Rumors abounded that he 
was being transferred because of his heavy 
drinking, a story that Mr. Harte made one 
of the newspapers retract. Coincidentally, 
nearly 100 years later, on June 25, 1983, 
the Vice President of the United States, 
while leaving the city at the end of a good- 
will visit to Crefeld, found his motorcade, 
as well as his own car, pelted with rocks 
and bottles by peace activists protesting the 
deployment of U.S. missiles in Germany. 
Though separated by almost 100 years of 
history, departure from Crefeld still proved 
to be difficult. 


Valuable aide 

Mr. Harte was replaced in Crefeld by 
one Joseph S. Potter who, it is hoped, fared 
better there than the not-so-long-suffering 
author. Mr. Harte’s papers were slow in

arriving in England and it was not until July 
24, 1880, that he officially took over the 
consulate at Glasgow. As at Crefeld, Mr. 
Harte was fortunate in having an efficient 
and thoroughly reliable vice consul in the 
person of William Gibson. Like so many 


local-hire employees that have kept 
embassies, aid missions and consulates run- 
ning smoothly while the American 
officialdom have come and gone at the 
whims of assignment boards, Mr. Gibson 
had been vice consul since 1874 and was to 
remain long after Mr. Harte’s departure. At 
the same time, there grew up between Mr. 
Harte and Mr. Gibson a genuine friendship. 

This enabled Mr. Harte to oversee the 
consulate in its general administration, leav- 
ing the details to Mr. Gibson and his staff 
of four clerks, three of whom were reim- 
bursed their salaries directly from Mr. 
Harte’s own fees. 

Glasgow was an important and busy 
consulate with a sub-unit in nearby Green- 
cock. The export trade alone was valued at 
nearly $10 million, mostly in pig iron, tex- 
tiles and chemicals. With a larger staff and 
a busy seaport to contend with, Mr. Harte 
changed his tactics regarding the Depart- 
ment and sent in voluminous reports on 
important developments in which he felt the 
Department might have an interest. He 
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became a political officer, economic 
reporter and military attache all in one and, 
though the legwork was done by his clerical 
staff and carefully screened by the redoubt- 
able Mr. Gibson, it was Mr. Harte’s direc- 
tion that kept up the constancy of the 
reporting. He described the construction of 
two British warships in the Clyde River, the 
building of ship engines for an Italian ves- 
sel, the exportation of cement fire-bricks 
from Scotland and an invention for collect- 
ing gases evolved from furnaces. He sub- 
mitted a report in 1882 which covered the 
intriguing Scottish practice of selling off 
tenement rental flats to individual owners, 
perhaps the first description of the ‘‘con- 
dominium’’ to enter Department records or, 
for that matter, to have been reported in the 
United States. At the same time, his sub- 
mission of a voucher for $90 to cover the 
cost of a table and bookcase for his office 
was disallowed by the Department’s treas- 
ury section! 


U.S. sailors’ graves 

Perhaps the most appealing incident in 
Mr. Harte’s tenure as consul in Glasgow 
came as a result of a trip to the island of 
Iona, which was within his consular district. 
Here he found ‘‘in the consecrated ground 
of the ruined Cathedral the graves of nine- 


teen American seamen who had perished in 
the wreck of the Guy Manning on the eve- 
ning of the 31st of December, 1865 on the 
north coast of the island.’’ Their interment 
was marked off by a series of low granite 
pediments connected by an iron chain which 
had been erected and paid for by the Duke 
of Argyll. Mr. Harte was so struck with the 
drama involved in this unknown and 
unacknowledged treatment of lost American 
sailors, that he immediately wrote the 
Department asking that recognition of the 
duke’s remarkable act be thankfully 
acknowledged by the United States. The 
Department adopted Mr. Harte’s suggestion 
and subsequently wrote a letter of thanks to 
the duke. At Mr. Harte’s further suggestion, 
the Department authorized the construction 
of a monument to the sailors. Mr. Harte, 
playing the discreet diplomat, successfully 
negotiated permission from the duke to 
erect an obelisk. The consul was then able 
to report to the Department in a dispatch 
dated October 27, 1882: ‘‘I caused to be 
erected on the island of Ilona, within the 
consular district, a stone obelisk, to com- 
memorate the burial place of certain ship- 
wrecked American seamen. The obelisk, a 
sketch of which is hereto annexed, is of 
simple design, ten and one half feet high, 
and made of silver grey granite.’’ A marker 
was attached to the base which, as Mr. 
Harte reported, contained these words: **To 
Commemorate Their Loss and the Kindness 
of Their Benefactor, the Government of the 
United States Has Erected This Stone in the 
Year of Our Lord, 1882.” 

And yet Mr. Harte’s cultivated discon- 
tent, perhaps with life in general, seemed to 
rise up and deprive him of his own validity 
as a man, as consul, as writer. He kept up 
his by now preposterous facade of being as 
yet not settled enough to bring over his fam- 
ily. In Crefeld it was his bad health, the 
small salary and the imminence of a change 
in venue that made it impossible to accede 
to his wife’s frequent requests; in Glasgow 
he fastened on the fact that, since there was 
to be a change in administration in Wash- 
ington, his own job may be in jeopardy. In 
actual fact he had solidified his standing 
with the new administration by contributing 
a preface to a popular biography of the new 
president, James Garfield. Though Mr. Gar- 
field’s assassination again made the political 
situation uncertain, his successor, Chester 
Arthur, was a status quo president from the 
start. But by now the reunification of the 
family took on the mantle of an abandoned 
dream. As one of Mr. Harte’s biographers 
concludes: ‘‘There was apparently no great 
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quarrel to separate husband and wife and no 
great love to bring them together.’’ While 
the Foreign Service has been known for the 
hardships its constant moves and erratic 
separation visit upon family life, in Mr. 
Harte’s case it was more a matter of person- 
ality and preference and less a matter of 
distance. 

Nor did Glasgow prove a boon to Mr. 
Harte’s health. If Crefeld’s misty 
atmosphere had promoted Mr. Harte’s 
growing hypochondria, Glasgow with its 
fog, rain and industrial smoke only inten- 
sified his concern over failing health. In one 
of his frequent letters to his wife, Mr. Harte 
complains: ‘‘It rained every day for three 
weeks in Scotland ... and my dreadful neu- 
ralgia was returning. I cannot make you 
understand the terribly depressing effect of 
that moist dull atmosphere and the perpetual 
gloom of the sky ...”” ; 


A writer again 

As a writer, however, Mr. Harte 
seemed to flourish once again. After getting 
established in his consulate, Mr. Harte took 
up his pen and produced a string of short 
stories, many focusing on the city of St. 
Kentigern, his literary Glasgow. During 
these years he published at least two vol- 
umes, **A Sappho of Green Springs’’ and 
‘*Colonel Starbottle’s Clients’’; some critics 
even discerned a halting return to the Harte 
of ‘*‘Tennessee’s Partner.’ In London, a 
city that had always given Mr. Harte a 
warm and appreciating reception, Mr. Harte 
returned again and again for lectures, visits 
with his publisher, literary gatherings and 
the by now inevitable *‘rest and relaxation”’ 
which Mr. Harte found absolutely necessary 
to his survival. 

But it was these frequent trips to 
London and elsewhere that got Mr. Harte 
into serious trouble with the Department 
and around which a series of anecdotes 
grew. One story, printed in the local papers, 
related that in the fourth year of his consu- 
late, Mr. Harte stuck his head out of the 
train window on his arrival at Glasgow and 
asked: **What station is this?” In consular 
circles he was often referred to as the 
“Consul of the United States at Glasgow, 
resident in London.** Records show that 
over the course of his five-year tenure at 
Glasgow, he sent some 562 letters and tele- 
grams to the ever-present Mr. Gibson on 
matters of consular concern; while he had 
developed an extraordinary ability to run the 
consular office by long-distance, the fre- 


quency of his absences was a matter of 


more than a little concern to his superiors. 
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Three of Bret Harte’s best-known stories. 


In November 1882 Mr. Harte received a 
curt letter from the Department asking for 
an explanation of his frequent absences and 
requesting more specifics on his where- 
abouts. His reply is a masterpiece of studied 
equivocation. 

Having by this time mastered a few 
tricks of the bureaucratic establishment, Mr. 
Harte lost no time in referring the inquiring 
Department to his previous reports, a device 
proven effective over the years. ‘I have the 
honor to acknowledge,’’ he began, *‘the 
receipt of Department dispatch No. 35°” and 
‘in reply thereto must first request the 
Department to refer to my quarterly reports 
during the past year—each of which is 
accompanied by a certificate of absence 
beyond the usual limit and properly signed 
by me.”* That the Department would be 
able to locate his reports for the past year 
was, at best, conjectural. With a certain 
amount of hauteur, Mr. Harte goes on to 
explain: *‘As I do not keep a diary, I can- 
not, however, give the Department the 
exact date of those absences allowed in the 
terms of the certificate as I did not look 
upon them as absences from my post.”’ 
What the Department’s current grievance 
board might do with that explanation is bet- 
ter left unsaid! Mr. Harte admits, however, 
that “*half-holidays, local fast days and Sun- 
days’ were not spent in Glasgow since the 
merchants with whom the consular offices 
dealt were not around either. In a final burst 
of Old West pique, the Consul of Glasgow 
concludes that, if the charges of frequent 
absence alluded to in the letter “carry with 
them the imputation of any inattention, neg- 
ligence or delay in my duties or those of my 
subordinates, I thank the Department for 
giving me this opportunity of utterly deny- 
ing them.”* So there! 

Political tide turns 

But time and political support were 
running out on Bret Harte. Though he sent 
in even more voluminous reports on labor 
conditions, on the market price of highland 


wool and on the sugar industry at Greenock, 
the political tides in the United States were 
turning against the entrenchment of succes- 
sive Republican administrations. March 4, 
1885, saw the inauguration of Grover 
Cleveland. Under a new Secretary of State, 
Mr. Harte, as well as other consuls, began 
to receive curt notes about mistakes in their 
reports. While Mr. Harte made his excuses 
as best he could, more reprimands were to 
follow. The skids were being greased. Not 
unexpectedly he read in the July 18 edition 
of the London Times (at that time the 
Department’s reliable personnel bulletin) 
that he was being replaced because of what 
the paper called ‘‘inattention to duty.” 

A charming, though perhaps apoc- 
ryphal, tale attributes Mr. Harte’s downfall 
to one of his own short stories. President 
Cleveland had gone fishing in the Adiron- 
dacks early in the summer of 1885. While 
there, he idly picked up a copy of the New 
York Sun and by chance read one of Mr. 
Harte’s stories which he did not like. He 
turned to his private secretary and asked 
him *“‘to remind me to have that fellow 
removed when we get back to Wash- 
ington.’ Whatever the truth of the story, 
the results were the same. On August 20, 
1885, Bret Harte was replaced as consul for 
Glasgow by Francis Vanderwood. 

Mr. Harte retired to London and, for 
the next 17 years continued to write, lec- 
ture, nurse his delicate health and fend off 
reunification with his family. He wrote a 
short novel, worked on a number of never- 
produced plays, and published perhaps 100 
short stories, including *‘The Convales- 
cence of Jack Hamlin” and **Prosper’s Old 
Mother,”* two of his better humorous 
pieces. He is thought to have developed 
throat cancer early in 1902 but, as usual, 
blamed his deterioration on the weather 
Then on May 5, 1902, Francis Bret Harte 
passed on to the special part of the Elysian 
fields reserved for diplomats and consuls 
who were also writers. @

Getting to the top: Is it lonely up there? 


Author decides to look before she leaps

It was time for me to decide whether or 
not to ‘‘open my window’’—to give myself 
six years to make it into the Senior Foreign 
Service. The 1980 

Foreign Service Act 

gives you a choice— 

you can either play it 

conservatively and 

decide to remain at 

the FS—1 level (until 

your 20-year time 

limit in the Foreign

Ms. Plaisted motion. But if you 
don’t succeed in getting promoted, you 
might be forced out of the Foreign Service. 

My personnel counselor accused me of 
being the only person who had ever tried to 
make this decision on a rational basis: I said 
I wanted to know overall promotion rates 
(readily available information), promotion 
forecasts (anyone’s guess), and how many 
women are in the senior ranks. This 
required me to do some real digging. 

About women Senior Foreign Service 
officers, | wanted to know: Are there any? 
Who are they? Where are they? What cones 
are they in? How many are minorities? 
What are their promotion rates? Are there 
identifiable patterns of advancement, per- 
haps based on training or past assignments? 
Are they really all single? How many are 
members of tandem couples? What will 
future promotion trends be? 

From my own observations as an 
economic officer, I knew that out of the 17 
economic officers promoted from FS-1 to 
counselor last year, | was a woman. Out of 
the 17 officers who were forced to resign at 
the FS—1 level, 3 were women. I was some- 
what skeptical when several colleagues told 
me the future belongs to the female officer. 
I wanted some facts. 

Let me share with you the results of 
my research. 


Women in the senior ranks 
Yes, there are women in the senior 


ranks. To be exact, 37 career Senior For- 
eign Service officers in the State Depart- 
ment are female. (In addition, there are 
three senior specialists—a psychiatrist, a 
physician and a computer systems analyst). 

No woman today holds the Foreign 
Service’s highest rank of career ambas- 
sador, which is presently held by five male 
officers. (The one and only female career 
ambassador was Frances E. Willis, selected 
in 1962). Two women presently hold the 
rank of career minister, 14 have achieved 
minister counselor (MC) rank and 21 are 
counselors (OC). 

Out of a total of 656 Senior Foreign 
Service officers as of last May 31, women 
held 6% of the positions and men 94%. 
(Women have been relatively more success- 
ful in State’s Senior Executive Service: they 
hold 12% of the positions there.) 

Overseas, five ambassadors are women 
Foreign Service officers. Their posts are 
generally considered to be tough ones: 
Guyana, Iraq, Kenya, Mozambique and 
Swaziland. Our chargé d’affaires in Laos is 
a career female. Today as many noncareer 
as career women are serving as chiefs of 
mission. The five posts filled by noncareer 
women are the Bahamas, Madagascar/Com- 
oros, Ireland, Luxembourg and Sierra 
Leone. 

I'd been told this is the year for female 
deputy chief of mission appointments. But 
in the senior ranks, I could locate only 
one—serving in Port-au-Prince, Haiti. More 
such assignments are in the wings, with 
senior women recently posted to Santa 
Domingo, Islamabad and Pretoria. Senior 
women are holding some very attractive 
principal officer jobs—in Barcelona, Flo- 
rence and Palermo. 

Domestically, two career ministers—the 
State Department’s highest-ranking career 
women officers—hold assistant secretary 
positions: Joan M. Clark for consular affairs 
and Rozanne L. Ridgway for European and 
Canadian affairs. One career woman is a 
deputy assistant secretary in the Bureau of 
International Organizations Affairs. Several 
serve as office directors. 


Few minorities 

Only a few career Senior Foreign Serv- 
ice females are minorities. Two career 
officers are black. None is Asian, Hispanic 
or native American, to my knowledge. 

The vast majority of the senior women 


entered the Foreign Service in the 1960s. 
There are 3 old-timers from the 1940s; 7 
joined in the 1950s; 19 entered in the 1960s; 
8 came on board as recently as the 1970s. 
At least 4 originally entered the Foreign 
Service as secretaries. 


Schooling 

The most common educational level of 
the senior women is a master’s degree or 
above. Four have no degrees. Fourteen have 
a bachelor’s, some with graduate studies. 
Seventeen have master’s degrees. Two have 
doctorates. 


Promotion rates 

Senior women appear to be winning a 
proportional share of promotions at the 
lower levels of the Senior Foreign Service: 
Looking at promotion rates from 1985 
through 1987, I found that the FS-1!-to-OC 
promotion rate is 14% per year for women, 
12% for men. (There’s no denying, of 
course, that by far the greater number of 
FS-1-to-OC promotions has been won by 
white males—156 out of the 180 total, or 
nearly 87% of all the promotions in the Sen- 
ior Foreign Service.) The OC-to-MC rate is 
18% per year for women, 16% for men. At 
the top levels, however, the rate is zero for 
women; 2% of the men were promoted from 
MC to career minister and 3% of the men 
from career minister to career ambassador. 


Skill cones 

Most Senior Foreign Service women 
are in either the political or economic 
cones. Here’s the number for each category:

Training 

At the senior level, 3 women officers 
have attended the Executive Seminar in 
National and International Affairs (the Sen- 
ior Seminar). Six have received senior train- 
ing: 5 are National War College graduates 
and one a NATO Defense College graduate. 
At mid-level, at least 3 women officers had 
university training and one was a congres- 
sional intern. 


Stay single? 
Should you be single to make it to the 
top? It almost appears so. Almost two-thirds 
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of the senior women are single. This may 
reflect something of a holdover from earlier 
days: until 1971, the Department had an 
unwritten policy that women officers who 
got married had to resign. Of the 13 married 
officers today, 4 are members of tandem 
couples (married to another officer). 


Trickle-up? 

Obviously there’s room for more 
women at the top. Where will they come 
from? Management likes to note that 16% 
of all FS-1 officers are women—115 out of

motions are indicative of the future, we may 
be at a takeoff point for a significant abso- 
lute increase in the number of women at the 
senior level. The next logical occurrence of 
the 100 women at grade pattern would be 
for the SFS in the early 1990s. Similarly, 
we might anticipate a replication of the dou- 
bling pattern for women in the SFS over the 
next four or five years.”’ 

Will the trickle up theory work? The 
next few years will reveal the answer 

On the downside, recruitment of 
women officers has decreased in absolute 
numbers (though not always in percentage 
terms) each year since 1985. In 1985, 107 
women were appointed as Foreign Service 
officers; in 1986, 83 women were commis- 
sioned; in 1987 only 81 received appoint- 
ments. The 1988 figures are expected to be 
even smaller. Also, the former mid-level 
entry program for women and minorities no 
longer applies to women; only minorities 
are actively sought today. 


Tandem couples 

We are rapidly becoming an 
increasingly inbred service: Tandem 
employees now make up 9 to 10% of the 
Foreign Service workforce. The State 
Department’s nepotism concerns—which 
gave rise to restrictions on supervisory/sub- 
ordinate relationships—severely limit senior 
officers’ assignments. Not all tandem cou- 
ples can become ambassadors in neighbor- 
ing countries as the Coons did: Carleton 
Coon served in Nepal, Jane Coon in 
Bangladesh. For many couples, hard 
choices—taking assignments in nearby 
countries, striking a deal where one spouse 
takes a leave of absence, deciding whose 
career gets preference—may lie ahead. 


Court action 

Finally, the courts may have an impact 
on future promotion rates. The Palmer v. 
Shultz case is still before the U.S. District 
Court. A court decree resolving the issues 
in this case could also influence assignment 
and cone designations for women in the 


future.

Ask Dr. Dustin 


& ASIA 
I feel very uncomfortable when my child 
runs a fever. I never know if something is 
seriously wrong or not. 


Bi 
Fever is a common problem in children and 
can generate a good deal of anxiety for par- 
ents. Fever may be defined as a sustained 
temperature above 99.0 degrees F, usually 
associated with malaise, weakness or other 
signs of illness. Normal body temperature is 
98.6 degrees F (37.0 degrees C). Body tem- 
perature can have normal fluctuations in a 
24-hour period (lower in the morning, 
higher in the late afternoon), and can also 
vary slightly depending on the climate, 
exercise, eating, clothing, etc. While fever 
can occur for other reasons, an increase in 
the normal body temperature usually occurs 
as the body responds to infection with a 
virus or bacteria. Temperature elevations 
are usually not permanently harmful to a 
child (unless temperatures are greater than 
105.0 degrees F (41.0 degrees C) for a pro- 
longed period. Not all fevers need treat- 
ment, even though they’re uncomfortable. 
Dehydration can occur due to the loss of 
fluids through sweating. The treatment of 
fever depends on the temperature, the 
length of time one is febrile and the severity 
of other symptoms. Relieving the discom- 
fort of a fever is the most common reason 
for treatment. Antifever medication such as 
Tylenol (acetaminophen) may be given 
(aspirin should not be given if a viral infec- 
tion is suspected). Sponging a child with 
comfortably warm water is another way to 
lower body temperature. The moisture on 
the skin evaporates, creating cooling of the 
skin and reduction of body temperature. 
(Rubbing alcohol is never recommended for 
sponging.) Intake of fluids should be 
encouraged. This will help to reduce body 
temperature as well as prevent dehydration. 
If a child’; fever is greater than 104 degrees 
F and is not responding to treatment, if a 
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child has a febrile seizure, or if any fever 
persists for more than five days, a doctor or 
nurse should be consulted. 


x WASHINGTON 
I am a Foreign Service employee who is 
currently assigned in Washington, D.C. 
Am I required to have a clearance medical 
examination periodically? 


a 
I encourage those assigned to the United 
States to have medical examinations and be 
medically cleared every two years (Ref: 3 
FAM 684.7-3(c)). This medical examina- 
tion may be provided in our clinic. These 
examinations should be scheduled during 
the late fall and winter months, not during 
the busy transfer times of spring and 
summer. 


a SOUTH AMERICA 
At what age should I begin to have mam- 
mograms? Does the Department’s medical 
program pay for this? 


ca 
Mammography (and/or xeromammogra- 
phy), in conjunction with monthly self- 
breast-examination and annual physical 
examinations by a health professional, play 
a key part in the early detection of breast 
cancer. Mammography is able to detect 
abnormalities in the breast tissue even 
before they can be felt. Early identification 
of cancer allows for more successful treat- 
ment and improved chances of a cure. 
There are a variety of recommendations 
made for mammography by different health 
organizations. The National Cancer Institute 
and the American Cancer Society, in addi- 
tion to monthly self-breast-examination, 
recommend a mammogram every one to 
two years for women aged 40 to 50 and, 
after age 50, a mammogram every year. 
Mammography is not routinely performed 
on persons under age 35, unless there is a 
history of a mother or sister with breast can- 
cer or a personal history which would indi- 
cate need. My recommendations for 
mammography are consistent with the 
above. Mammography is offered to women 
age 40 and over at the time of the clearance 
medical examination, and is available in 
Washington and various facilities around 
the world. The test is recommended, but is 
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not required, to complete the medical exam- 
ination and obtain medical clearance. For 
those women over age 50 who desire a 
yearly mammogram, the test may be avail- 
able at the post of assignment, or may be 
obtained during rest-and-recreation leave at 
sites Overseas or in the United States. My 
office assumes the expense of a mammo- 
gram when it’s done as part of a clearance 
medical examination, but will not fund the 
yearly test. Payment for a mammogram 
done outside of the biennial examination 
process is the responsibility of the individ- 
ual and her personal insurance company. 


we MIDDLE EAST 
Is it harmful if my child accidentally 
ingests his fluoridated toothpaste or fluo- 
ride rinse? 


a 

It is very unlikely that accidental ingestion 
of fluoridated toothpaste or fluoride anti- 
cavity rinse would cause serious con- 
sequences for your child. The average 
squeeze of fluoride toothpaste contains 
about 1.0 mg. elemental fluoride, and the 
safely tolerated dose is 8 to 16 mg./kg. of 
elemental fluoride (or about 80-160 
squeezes for the average 20-pound child). 
This is the amount of fluoride that can be 
ingested without producing serious toxicity. 
Serious fluoride toxicity can occur from the 
accidental ingestion of fluoride supplements 
in the form of chewable tablets or liquid and 
fluoride rinse. Ingestion of four times the 
safely-tolerated dose can be fatal. All fluo- 
ride supplements or fluoride rinse should be 
kept in child-proof bottles, out of the reach 
of children. Many parents, quite sensibly, 
Keep potentially harmful medications in a 
locked cabinet. 


fw AFRICA 
Many sunscreen products I see advertised 
indicate they are made especially for small 
children. How do they differ from the sun- 
screen products that I use? Is it safe to use 
these on my child? 


a 
Bravo! | applaud you for being concerned 
about protecting your own and your child’s 
skin from the sun’s radiation. You can use 
the same sunscreen product. There's no dif- 
ference between sunscreen products recom- 
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mended for adults or children. The active 
ingredients in sunscreens have not been 
found to be dangerous to your infant or 
child. Most sunscreens contain a nonirritat- 
ing derivative of paraaminobenzoic acid 
(PABA) such as octyl dimethyl or other 
active ingredients such as cinnamates, ben- 
zophenones or salicylates. Sunscreens 
which contain the acid itself can cause skin 
irritation and are best avoided. Children are 
very susceptible to sunburn. Since they 
spend more time outside in the sun, it’s 
important that their skin be protected. Sun- 
screen should be applied to all exposed skin 
areas before sun exposure, and reapplied 
after being in water. Infants and children 
should use a sunscreen with a sun protective 
factor of 15. Infants should have a head 
covering because the fine hair does not pro- 
tect the scalp. Infants should be kept out of 
the sun as much as possible during the first 
year. Sunlight reflected from water and 
other light surfaces can be strong enough to 
burn. The sun’s rays are stronger at high 
altitude, increasing the ultraviolet radiation 
by 4-5% for every 1,000 feet above sea 
level. Remember: the damage to skin 
caused by sustained sun exposure is 
cumulative and irreversible. Excessive sun 
exposure is the chief cause of skin cancer. 
In the United States alone, 500,000 new 
cases of skin cancer are reported annually. 
To protect your child’s skin for the future, 
use sunscreens. Learn to love the shade! 


eS ASIA 
Is it important to protect my eyes from 
exposure to the sun? 


e 
Yes, it’s important to protect your eyes and 
surrounding skin from the radiation of the 
sun. Chronic excessive exposure to ultravio- 
let radiation can cause eye damage. Sun- 
glasses protect eyes. Ideally, the lens should 
have the capacity to absorb the radiation 
dangerous to your eyes. Some sunglasses, 
even though darkly tinted, do not block the 
rays. These may actually be harmful, allow- 
ing the pupils to dilate and yet allowing the 
rays to penetrate. The most important con- 
sideration in the purchase of sunglasses is 
whether the lens absorbs most of the radia- 
tion. Sunglasses produced in the United 
States which meet standards for blocking 
the rays have ‘*Z-80.3 Standard’’ inscribed 
on the frame. Prescription eyeglasses, tinted 
or untinted, may also be purchased with 
effective ultraviolet filtration. Lens that 
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effectively block radiation cost more, but 
they’re well worth the price. 


Q & CENTRAL AMERICA 


Does heating water in a microwave oven 
make it safe for drinking? 


A. 


A microwave often uses an electromagnetic 
wave to produce heat. Microwaves won’t in 
and of themselves kill viruses, bacteria or 
parasites. What does kill these organisms is 
sustained heat. Whether you boil your water 
using gas, electricity or a microwave oven 
makes no difference; I recommend five 
minutes at a rolling boil to make your water 
safe to drink. Producing a sustained rolling 
boil in a container in a microwave oven is 
apt to create a significant amount of clean- 
up work! 














& MIDDLE EAST 
I’ve recently read that taking aspirin can 
help reduce my risk of heart attack. 


A. 


A recent study result did show that taking 
one aspirin tablet every other day reduced 
the risk of heart attack. The study was con- 
ducted on male physicians. The results were 
very encouraging, but I would caution peo- 
ple against prophylactic aspirin before they 
consult with their physicians. Taking aspirin 
may or may not be in a person’s best inter- 
est. Though a common over-the-counter 
medication, aspirin has some undesirable 
side effects, and must be used with caution. 
Aspirin can interfere with the clotting mech- 
anism in your blood, and it also can create 
bleeding problems. Many people can’t tol- 
erate aspirin because it causes stomach 
upset, and even ulcers. In addition, aspirin 
isn’t a cure-all for the person at risk for 
heart attack. It’s not a substitute for preven- 


tive measures such as stopping smoking,

copes with his problem 

The following article, with others like 
it that appear periodically in this space, is 
an exception to the editor’s rule of not 
accepting anonymous contributions. 

The year 1954 is important to me 
because it marks two important beginnings 
in my life. In 1954 I arrived in Washington 
to begin my career in the Government as a 
GS-3 clerk with the Census Bureau. I also 
began to drink alcohol in a way that would 
eventually result in my becoming an 
alcoholic. 

From 1954 to 1963 I lived alone, mov- 
ing every few years from one rooming- 
house to another. I had one close friend 
with whom I had worked earlier in another 
city. Although we often met for drinks and 
lunch, I never knew him to have a drinking 
problem. In 1963 my brother moved from 
my hometown to join me in Washington. 
We rented an apartment together and soon 
learned that we both enjoyed drinking very 
much. 

Another factor that helped to speed me 
along the path to alcoholism was the office 
in which I went to work in 1958. By that 
time, I had passed the Federal Service 
Entrance Test and had entered a profes- 
sional series. After working for several 
years at a field installation, I was hired for a 
staff job with the Army in the Pentagon. 
My branch chief and I and others often went 
out to lunch, which invariably began (and 
sometimes ended) with several double Man- 
hattans. Knowing what I do now, I am cer- 
tain that the chief was then a practicing 
alcoholic. However, when I last saw him 
some 25 years ago, he had quit drinking and 
looked better than ever. By contrast, when I 
bade him and his wife goodnight, I was 
quite drunk. This was my usual condition if 
you invited me for dinner and served 
alcohol. 

In 1962 I transferred from Army to the 
Department of State. Although I had left my 
‘‘old drinking buddies,’’ I now worked for 
a man who liked to lunch at a place that 
served double-size martinis. Thus began my 
11-year love affair with gin. 

Speaking of love affairs, in the fall of 
1965 I was introduced to a young woman 
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who fascinated me. In addition to being 
lovely to look at, she had the most pleasant 
personality I had ever encountered in any 
woman. We were engaged on New Year’s 
Day 1966, and married that July in grand 
style. I managed to stay sober through the 
wedding reception and most of our 
honeymoon. 

Although we both wanted very much 
to have children, that was not to be for the 
first four years. Finally, after lots of prayer 
and medical testing, a daughter was born to 
us, and our joy was unbounded. Now it 
would seem that my world was perfect. We 
owned a spacious townhouse on Capitol 
Hill. I held a satisfying mid-level position. I 
was blessed with a devoted wife and a beau- 
tiful daughter. Despite all this, I continued 
to drink. 

At that time I did not think that the 
drinking had caused any serious trouble in 
my family or with my work. When I look 
back, I realize how I had distressed my wife 
during our first seven years together, mainly 
by the angry outbursts which followed peri- 
ods of heavy drinking. As for my work, 
although I was never identified as alcoholic, 
I did just enough to avoid reprimand. 

I must add that, all during my period 
of active alcoholism, I was very active in 
my church. I attended services each Sun- 
day. I served as lay reader in three Wash- 
ington churches. For several years, I sang in 
a church choir. And for about a year I was a 
member of a church board of advisers. 
Unlike some other recovering alcoholics, I 
never looked on God as vengeful during my 
drinking days. Nor did I ever blame God for 
what I was. On the other hand, now that I 
have found a way to living spiritually in 
Alcoholics Anonymous, I get far more sat- 
isfaction from the meetings of the fellow- 
ship than I do from attending church. As 
sober alcoholics, some have returned to a 
religion they had abandoned, while I have 
grown less involved in a church to which I 
was committed in the darkest depths of my 
active alcoholism. 

In 1971 we sold our house in Wash- 
ington and moved to a rental house in north- 
ern Virginia, in which we lived for a year 
while we looked for a house to buy. During 
that year our second child, a son, was born. 
It was at that time I began to regularly 
worry about my inability to control my 
drinking. I often walked alone in the long 
yard behind the house, fortified by wine, 
asking myself: ‘*What will I do?’’ I knew I 
could not continue to drink as I had been 
doing, yet I could not imagine living with- 
out alcohol. 
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We found a house we liked, in the 
spring of 1972, and moved in in July. How 
wonderful everything was. We had a brand- 
new house and a handsome son. And yet 
my alcoholic drinking continued—until the 
following May 14. After work on that day, 
I attended a meeting of a social club in 
Washington to which I belonged, and pro- 
ceeded to drink too much. I left the meeting 
and drove to my home. When I arrived, I 
found a neighborhood party in progress. 
What a perfect opportunity to drink more! 
And I did. As my wife helped me into bed 
in the guest room, she spoke the words that 
cut through the alcoholic fog I was in— 
words that finally awakened me to face real- 
ity: ‘‘If you are going to continue to drink 
like this, I'd rather have you not come 
home at all.”’ 

The next morning, I called the North- 
ern Virginia Intergroup Desk of Alcoholics 
Anonymous and asked for help. That night, 
two men came to my home. They took me 
to my first AA meeting, explained how the 
program worked and gave me a copy of the 
Big Book. They took me to a few more 
meetings, and, because of my positive 
response, they gave me a schedule of meet- 
ings and suggested I try going on my own. I 
found a group just a few miles from my 
home where I attended meetings regularly, 
plus other meetings that my new-found AA 
friends introduced me to. 

When I first joined AA I thought I 
would be able to learn how to control my 
drinking. I did not intend to quit com- 
pletely. Fortunately, I regularly attended a 
beginners’ meeting at which there were a 
number of members who had tried to do 
that very thing. Each attempt had ended in a 
relapse into alcoholic drinking, often with 
terrible consequences. They taught me what 
I was unwilling to learn from the book. An 
alcoholic like me can never return to ‘‘safe 
drinking.’* As soon as I accepted that truth, 
I realized that a remarkable thing had hap- 
pened. From the very first day that I joined 
AA I had lost the craving for alcohol! 

Soon after I quit drinking I developed 
an enthusiasm for life. | saw the value of 
my family and the worth of my work. 
While I was drinking, I was at best indif- 
ferent about what I accomplished. | now 
made a determined effort to improve. As a 
result, within four months I received a 
responsible assignment and was promoted 
to a senior executive position. 

For the first two years of sobriety I 
found it very difficult to carry out the basic 
responsibilities that I had ignored for so 
long. By talking about this problem and lis- 


tening to others at AA meetings, I found 
that the difficulty gradually disappeared. 

I had my last drink over 15 years ago. 
The grace of God through the fellowship of 
Alcoholics Anonymous has done much 
more than keep me sober. It has allowed me 
to grow spiritually in a way that I could 
never imagine possible.

Grievance Actions 


Board denies grievance 


in overcomplement case 

(G—024(6))—The grievant contested 
his designation for selection-out for relative 
performance, asserting it was based on 
short-term, discontinuous, below-grade 
duties outside his specialty while he was on 
the reassignment complement (overcomple- 
ment). He said this prevented him from 
fairly competing for promotion into the Sen- 
ior Foreign Service. He contended that the 
agency breached a contract which had 
promised him a regular assignment. He also 
argued that an evaluation report he received 
while on overcomplement was falsely preju- 
dicial and a substantial factor in the selec- 
tion board’s decision. 

The grievant asked that his mandatory 
retirement be reversed by the board, that he 
be given retroactive salary step increases as 
applicable, that his time-in-class be 
extended five years, that he be assigned 
overseas in his specialty for four years with 
immunity from selection-out, and that the 
contested parts of his evaluation be 
expunged, along with all references in his 
personnel file to his grievance and to man- 
datory retirement. 

After a hearing, the grievance board 
found that the grievant had not sustained his 
allegations. It agreed that he had spent a 
lengthy time in an overcomplement position 
but noted that it was his own choice to 
accept this position in order to develop 
important new agency programs, rather than 
accept an alternative regular assignment 
which was offered him at the time. When 
his performance did not meet the job 
requirements, someone else was brought in 
to develop the new programs and encum- 
bered that position when it was eventually 
classified, leaving the grievant still on over- 
complement. The board found that the 
grievant’s performance, including the rec- 
ord he established before he was assigned 
overcomplement, hindered repeated efforts 
by personnel officials to assign him to a 
regular position through the competitive 


The articles in this section are sum-

The board agreed 
with the agency that the grievant’s record 
did not warrant forced placement. It con- 
cluded that, although the grievant’s pattern 
of overcomplement assignments for an 
extended period was not ideal, it did afford 
him the chance to compete for regular posi- 
tions as they became available. He was not 
chosen for these positions because his per- 
formance record was not competitive. The 
board also concluded that the performance 
weaknesses identified in the contested eval- 
uation were not falsely prejudicial. The 
grievance was denied. 1 


Selection board’s advice 


is held to be proper 

(G—035(7))—The grievant claimed that 
a selection board had violated regulations 
by sending him a counseling letter suggest- 
ing that he seek a future Washington assign- 
ment. He claimed that the letter indicated 
that the board had taken into account his 
previous places of assignment when ranking 
him for promotion. 

The grievance board held that the lan- 
guage of the counseling letter showed that 
the selection board, which had recom- 
mended the grievant for promotion, had 
been concerned with his future competitive- 
ness and had sought to advise him on how 
best to compete for future promotions. 
There was no indication that the selection 
board had considered that the grievant’s 
places of assignment were a factor in his 
competitiveness up to that point. The board 
also disagreed with the grievant’s assertion 
that selection boards cannot counsel 
employees on places of assignment, ruling 
that the board’s action was consistent with 
the authority granted by 3 FAM 556. 0 


Tenure on time-limited 


appointment is tenuous 
(G-041(7))—The grievant, an un- 
tenured officer serving on a time-limited 
appointment, was separated from the Serv- 
ice under Section 611 of the 1980 Foreign 
Service Act, which reads in part: ‘‘The Sec- 
retary may terminate at any time the 
appointment of any member of the Service 
serving under a limited appointment.’’ The 
grievant’s agency had determined that, 
based on an unsatisfactory performance rec- 
ord, he ‘‘did not have the potential to serve 
effectively as a Foreign Service officer.’’ 
The agency declined to accept his griev- 
ance, stating that the separation was not a 
grievable matter. It cited Section 1101 of 
the act, which states that the term ‘‘griev- 


ance’’ does not include ‘‘the termination of 
a limited appointment under Section 611.” 

He appealed to the board. The board, 
agreeing with the agency, noted that lim- 
ited, nonpermanent employees of the Serv- 
ice do not have the same job security 
afforded tenured, permanent appointees. It 
ruled that the grievant’s separation was a 
nongrievable matter. It denied the grievance 
for lack of jurisdiction. 


He loses on most counts, 


so attorney fees denied 

(G-075(6))—The grievant filed a claim 
with his agency charging that eight evalua- 
tion reports, a performance memorandum, a 
referral statement from a selection board to 
a performance standards board and a coun- 
seling statement issued by the latter con- 
tained inaccurate, erroneous and falsely 
prejudicial material which was being used 
to deny him assignments and a promotion. 
The grievant also charged that he had been 
unjustifiably referred to the performance 
board for selection-out. He requested 
expungement from his official personnel 
folder of the entire performance memoran- 
dum and the performance board counseling 
statement and deletion of certain passages in 
the contested evaluation reports and the 
selection board referral statement. The 
grievant also requested a promotion, an 
appropriate assignment and attorney’s fees. 

The agency denied the grievance and 
the grievant appealed to this board. The 
board agreed with the agency’s position that 
six of the contested evaluation reports could 
not be grieved since they were time-barred 
under 3 FAM 663.7a. Since the grievance 
also contained matters which had been 
included in a complaint filed under the 
equal employment opportunity regulations, 
these matters were excluded from the griev- 
ance under 3 FAM 663.8. 

The board agreed to delete certain pas- 
sages from the two flawed evaluation 
reports but denied the rest of the grievance, 
since the grievant had failed to persuade the 
board that the rest of the contested material 
should be deleted. Inasmuch as the grievant 
had not prevailed in a substantial portion of 
his grievance, the board did not award him 
attorney’s fees.

admittedly from other sources, to the 
eighth floor. 

I also noted the goal of $2.5 million 
to be raised for the deputy secretary’s suite 
on the seventh floor. A representation area 
largely for diplomatic and other special 
functions is one thing, but offices are 
workplaces. Although the deputy secretary 
should have an appropriately presentable 
office commensurate with his position, I 
find it hard to believe that this aim cannot 
be achieved at lower cost. In frequent 
visits to that office over the years I never 
found it lacking in that regard. 

Certainly there can be no objection to 
encouraging private individuals, corpora- 
tions and foundations to contribute money 
and other items for worthy and closely 
audited purposes, avoiding the questionable 
practices which have been publicized in 
some cases. 

Yet many of us can think of other, 
less material and more fundamental objec- 
tives which are not or cannot be covered 
by federal funds. Two which come to mind 
are sabbaticals or special training for our 
diplomats, or programs which can simul- 
taneously help Foreign Service personnel 
become better acquainted with their own 
country and the views of their fellow cit- 
izens, and foster public knowledge and 
appreciation of what they do and how they 
do it. We have always complained of our 
lack of a constituency. Those concerned 
with that problem could probably not 
amass and distribute the magnitude of 
resources devoted to the appearance and 
contents of the Diplomatic Reception 
Rooms, already, according to the article, 
valued at $35 million. | was not aware that 
the original intent was to create a museum 
encompassing the “fourth or fifth-greatest”’ 
collection of Americana in the country. 

Are our priorities right or are we 
engaged in a seemingly open-ended proc- 
ess? Can we raise other money or channel 
some of this income to purposes oriented 
toward the people of the Foreign Service 
and the Department? Seeking nonappropri- 
ated funds originally was necessary and 
acceptable, but was it meant to become 
self-perpetuating? 

I raise the question in the hope that it 
elicits some consideration.

Bureaucratic backbone 
MONTREAL, CANADA 
DEAR EDITOR: 

In the May issue, retired consular 
officer John O. Grimes describes a case of 
‘‘chutzpah by a visa applicant.’’ His pro- 
tagonist was a British citizen who had 
lived in the United States, supported by 
New York City welfare. With her two chil- 
dren she had been returned, at U.S. 
Government expense, to her native Scot- 
land, where she had produced a third child. 
She then applied to Mr. Grimes for an 
immigrant visa for the new family mem- 
ber, and for a U.S. Government repa- 
triation loan to allow all four to return to 
New York, where she would again live on 
welfare. According to Mr. Grimes, the 
Department, acting under the influence of a 
senator, had told him to stop harassing the 
poor lady and to do exactly as she asked. 
He did so. 

Although I may sound like a 
bureaucratic old misanthrope, I believe that 
Mr. Grimes would have been wiser to have 
followed his first instincts—to escort the 
family to the door with a polite but firm 
no. Given the lack of evidence of financial 
support, the new child was ineligible for a 
visa as a person likely to become a public 
charge (Section 212(a)(15) of the Immigra- 
tion and Nationality Act). Furthermore, the 
lady herself, and her other alien child, had 
become ineligible to reenter the United 
States as persons ‘‘who have been removed 
at Government expense.’* (Section 
212(a)(17). An exception under Section 
212(c) would apply if the lady had gone 
abroad temporarily after seven years of 
legal residence in the United States. In this 
case, the period of legal residence appears 
to have been only six years and the cir- 
cumstances of her departure would rule out 
terming it ‘“‘temporary.’’) 

Then there is the question of the 
repatriation loan. | have more than once 
repatriated an alien to the United States, 
but always as part of a family including an 
adult U.S. citizen. | am surprised that the 
Department approved this repatriation loan 
when the only U.S. citizen involved was a 
child of tender years. 

While I agree that there are times that 
consular officers, and the Department, 
should defer to the wishes of the Hill, they 
must not do so if their action would violate 
U.S. law. Responsible members do not 


expect consuls to break laws that Congress 
itself creates, and most yield to an explana- 
tion of the situation and the law. I hope 
that by now the Department, and consuls, 
have more backbone.

evaluations because they were falsely preju- 
dicial, and that his low-ranking be rescinded 
along with any indication that his file had 
been considered by a performance standards 
board. The agency agreed to delete some of 
the grieved comments but did not address 
the grievant’s concerns regarding the low- 
ranking and the performance board. 

The grievance board, on appeal, found 
that the agency’s deletions left the evalua- 
tions so seriously flawed that the only 
appropriate remedy was to expunge them 
entirely. The board directed the agency to 
expunge the grievant’s low-ranking and any 
references to the performance board, along 
with the two evaluations at issue. It also 
directed the agency to grant the grievant a 
non-rate for the three years that the flawed 
evaluations had been in his file. @

Security corner 

What happens to papers that you throw 
away, either at home or at work? In a 
developing country, they usually get 
recycled in some manner, which can mean 
that your signature, address, letters, and 
other personal information can show up 
wrapped around a piece of fish at the mar- 
ket (we're not making this up—it has 
happened)! 

Whether used for harmless or criminal 
terroristic purposes or not, trash is an excel- 


lent source of intelligence. In the wrong 
hands, private papers, letters, drafts of out- 
going correspondence, bills and invoices, 
cancelled checks, and other material can 
result in compromised security, or just plain 
embarrassment. At home, store trash recep- 
tacles in a secure place, to preclude easy 
access by curiosity seekers or the placement 
of dangerous objects. At the office, remem- 
ber that pieces of information, specimen 
signatures, etc., which are innocent in 
themselves can be put together with other 
items and used in harmful ways. All official 
U.S. mission personnel have access to 
shredding equipment. All personal mail and 
materials should be shredded rather than 
discarded in the wastebasket.

The Hatch Act: Q and A 


Q—May a federal employee contribute 
to a political action committee? 

A—Yes. The Hatch Act does not pro- 
hibit federal employees from making a 
financial contribution to political parties, to 
partisan candidates for public office or to 
political action committees. 

Q—Is a federal employee permitted to 
wear a button or display a bumper sticker on 
his or her car? 

A—Yes. An employee may wear a but- 
ton or display a bumper sticker. But distribu- 
tion of such material would violate the law. 

Qu—If a federal employee has specific 
questions dealing with Hatch Act, how does 
he or she obtain advice? 

A—Employees may call the Office of the 
Special Counsel, U.S. Merit Systems Protec- 
tion Board. Telephone: 653-7143. 

Q—May a federal employee join a politi- 
cal action committee? 

A—A federal employee does not violate 
the law if and when a membership is con- 
ferred on him as a consequence of making a 
monetary contribution to the organization. A 
federal employee may accept only an inac- 
tive membership if the organization functions 
to support or oppose partisan political 
candidates. 

Q—May a federal employee actively 
participate in political action committee 
activities? 

A—No. Active participation, as opposed 
to inactive membership in such organiza- 
tions, necessarily involves federal employees 
in “directly or indirectly soliciting, receiving, 
collecting, handling, disbursing, or account- 
ing for assessments, contributions, or other 
funds for a partisan political purpose,” 
activities specifically prohibited by (law) ... 
Inactive membership is not prohibited by the 
Hatch Act.
